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Hampton Bays Man Dies 
in Fire After Pleading 
Guilty to Attempted 
Manslaughter of Mother 
on Christmas —

Hampton Bays man died in a house fire Wednesday, five 

days after admitting he tried to help his 97-year-old mother 
take her own life on Christmas Day, according to Southampton 
Town Police and Suffolk County court records. 

Officers and firefighters responded to the scene to find the 
Mildred Place home fully engulfed in flames with black smoke 
pouring from the windows shortly before 10 a.m. Hampton Bays 
Fire Department firefighters pulled from the second floor the 
only person inside, 71-year-old Frank Holecek, who was taken 
to a local hospital, where he died. 

Holecek had pleaded guilty to attempted manslaughter with 
intent to aid suicide on June 25 before Judge Richard Ambro, 
records show. A charge of attempted murder was dropped in ex- 
change for his plea. He was sentenced to six months time served, 
which he spent in county jail while his charges were pending, 
and five months of probation. The judge also issued an order of 
protection for Holecek to stay away from his mother for eight 
years. ; 

In the incident that led up to that arrest, Southampton Town 
Police officers responded to the Hampton Bays home to find Hol- 
ecek suffering from self-inflicted wounds to his wrists shortly 
after 5 p.m. on December 25. His mother told responding of- 
ficers that Holecek attempted to kill her before he tried to take 
his own life. 

Suffolk County Police Arson Squad detectives, Southampton 
Town Police detectives, and the Southampton Town Fire Mar- 
shall’s office are investigating the cause of the fire. The South- 
ampton Fire Department, Flanders Fire Department, East 
Quogue Fire Department, and Southampton Fire Department 
all responded to help extinguish the flames.

East Hampton en: 
Airport Emissions Debated

ast Hampton Airport emits 6% of 

the emissions in the Town of East 
Hampton and aircraft noise complaints 
soared across the South Fork last summer, 
according to a pair of reports that the town 
released July 6. 

The reports.are some of the latest to be re- 
leased, with more in the works, as the town 
considers potentially closing the airport this 
fall when it is released from Federal Aviation 
Authority grant requirements that mandate 
it remain operational. 

“If the airport were to be closed, the air- 
port emissions would be a savings to the lo- 
cal community,” stated the draft air quality 
report co-authored by Don Wuebbles, a pro- 


fessor of atmospheric science at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois. “The effect on total emissions 
cannot be determined without a diversion 
study, but local noise produced by the air- 
craft and overall by the airport would likely 
be greatly reduced.” 


Manhattan-based GEI Consultants is- 
sued an analysis of the report, finding that 
it “likely overstates East Hampton’s [carbon 
dioxide emissions by at least two-fold.” 

_Representative Massachusetts-based 
HMMA, an airport consultant company that 


the town contracts to manage one of several 


aircraft noise complaint management sys- 
tems on the East End, gave its report focused 
on jet noise in summer of 2020. That report 
found that there were more than 27,000 air- 
craft noise complaints last summer on the 
South Fork, with a fifth of those attributed 
to jets. 

Dozens of residents spoke for and against 


closing the airport during a three-hour por- . 


tion of the town board work session dedi- 
cated to the topic. Airport backers tout its 
economic impact while opponents cite envi- 
ronmental concerns. 

“These are difficult questions that we all 
grapple with trying to find what’s best for 
the community,” said East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc.

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NY Expedited 
COVID Test for Top 
Judge’s Relative in 
Southampton

relative of New York State Chief Judge Janet 

DiFiore received priority testing for COVID-19 
from the state Department of Health at her South- 
ampton residence last summer, according to reports 
and officials. 

State-issued COVID-19 tests being prioritized for 
people with ties to Gov. Andrew Cuomo is among 
the issues being examined in the state Assembly ju- 
diciary committee’s impeachment inquiry into the 
governor. Cuomo’s office has denied wrongdoing and 
maintained the tests were not improper. State law 
forbids officials from using government resources to 
provide preferential treatment. 

“She didn’t receive priority testing,” Lucian Chal- 
fen, a spokesman for the Office of Court Administra- 
tion, told Dan’s Papers. “However a member of her 
family,.who she had quarantined with, was suspect- 
ed to have been exposed to the virus. She requested 
testing and the Department of Health responded. 
What and how they handled the samples was outside 
of our purview.” 

Several New York National Guard members went 
to the house with a nurse to perform the test and 
a state trooper rushed the sample to a state lab for 
expedited processing in August, according to the 
Albany Times-Union, which first reported the story. 

As Dan’s Papers has reported, the impeachment 
probe is exploring how the governor’s brother, CNN 
host Chris Cuomo, received a state-issued COVID 
test at his Southampton home in March 2020 dur- 
ing the first wave of the coronavirus pandemic when 
access was scarce. When the DiFiore test occurred 
in August, tests were more widely available. 

DiFiore, who Cuomo appointed top judge in 2015, 
would reportedly serve as a juror if the impeach- 
ment goes to trial in the state Senate.

a meeting between the 
leader of the endangered 
piping plover birds of east- 
ern Long Island and a group 
of three judges up in Albany. 

I can’t exactly prove it. The 
meeting was surely held in secret. But 
there is considerable circumstantial 
evidence on the table. Remember you 
read this first in Dan’s Papers. 

The topic of the meeting was driving 
on the beach. And the goal was to put 
an end to that activity in two specific 
locations, Picnic Beach in Southamp- 
ton and Truck Beach in Amagansett. 
It is at these two places that particu- 
larly on Saturdays in the summertime, 
people drive 4x4s onto the sand and 
proceed to surf cast, have picnics, go 
swimming and sunbathing and gener- 
ally have a good time. In large num- 
bers. 

Pressure on the judge and on the 
leader of the piping plovers has been 
building in recent years, brought to 
their attention by homeowners who, 
more than a century after locals began 


using the beaches, built beachfront

By that time, le- 
gal action against the town 
of East Hampton had been 
brought by the people whose homes 
face Truck Beach, saying a lapse in the 
transfer of a deed 100 years ago nul- 
lified the town’s right to have vehicles 
on their beach. In the lower courts, the 
town had prevailed. But now there was 
this higher court in Albany to which 
the matter had been appealed to a five- 
judge panel. The matter was hanging 
in the balance. 

We have one page of the transcript of 
this meeting. It is labeled page 5. And 
it washed up on the beach in Sagapo- 
nack the other day, wet and faded but 
still legible. 

Judge: “We're about to overrule 
the lower court rulings. Trucks will 
no longer be allowed on this beach i in 
Amagansett.” 

Plover: “Cheep, cheep cheep?” 

Judge: “Tt’s all in how you read that 
hundred-year-old deed. Lower courts 
had ruled that the local people in East 
Hampton still have the right to that 
beach for carts and vehicles and trucks 
from an original patent from the king of 
England in 1882.” 

Plover: “Cheep?” 

“We don't read it that way. So trucks 
will not have the right to go on that 
beach anymore.” 

“Cheep, cheep, cheep!!” 

“What can you do? We need your help 
in Southampton. Telling the locals they 
can't have family picnics there is not go- 
ing to fly. And we don’t have any lawsuit 
anybody has brought up. That’s why we 
wanted to talk to you, er, people.” 

“Cheep?” 

“Hold your horses. I’m about to tell 
you. Of course you know the law about 
endangered species and how they need 
to be protected.”

shee has been a banner year for the 
art scene in the Village of South- 
ampton. 

One year ago this month, Mayor 
Jesse Warren and the Board of Trust- 
ees enacted Local Law No. 6, which 
required vacant village storefronts 
to feature art in the windows to keep 
the streets looking lively and colorful 
year-round. While not every store- 
front owner cooperated, the law was 
at least a partial success largely due to 
the Southampton Art Center’s Store- 
front Art Project, which spearheaded 
window installations of works by Alice 
Hope, Miles Partington, Kerry Sharkey 
Miller and Monica Banks in the winter 
and spring months. 

“It’s something to attract visitors to 


our downtown to support businesses, 
so they can come along, look at some 
of these art installations and visit some 
of the art galleries. We think it will be 
a draw and help businesses, versus 
(vacant storefronts) being a negative 
and detracting from businesses,” War- 
ren said of the new law last December. 
“I like that we’re seeing that South- 
ampton is becoming a bit ‘of an art 
hub with all the new art galleries and 
institutions.” 

Since July 2020, the art scene of 
Southampton has developed beyond 
just vacant storefront art, however, 
with a massive swell of new galleries— 
both the annual small pop-ups and 


larger, more long-term institutions. . 


Perhaps the new addition that shook 
the local art scene the hardest was 
Phillips Southampton, the youngest 


branch ofa global art auction platform, 
which opened last August in the giant 
building that once housed Southamp- 
ton town hall and then Pottery Barn. 
“Our new location in Southampton will 
allow for intimate in-person viewings 
of exceptional works of art, jewels and 
watches, as well as the flexibility for our 


top collectors to experience artwork in. 


person,” Phillips CEO Edward Dolman 
said when the location opened. 

That same -week, Denis Leon Gal- 
lery opened in the village, followed by 
A Is for Art, Lex Weill Gallery, Black & 
White Gallery / Project Space, Hauser 
& Wirth and others in the coming 


. months. One has to wonder what draws 


so many artists and curators to South- 
ampton. For Ric Michel, who opened 
his first Ric Michel Fine Art Hamp- 
tons location in 2019, it was the vil-

lage’s ideal location. “In venturing east 
three years ago, Southampton seemed 
a natural complement to our TriBeCa 
space and the most central location for 
our clients throughout the East End,” 
Michel says. “At the time, we were one 
of only two galleries on Jobs Lane. 
Now—with eight galleries, the South- 
ampton Arts Center and Christie’s on 


_Jobs Lane alone—Southampton has 


become a thriving art district.” 
Location was key for another ex- 
panding art business, this one rival- 
ing Phillips Southampton in terms of 
its impressive Southampton gallery 
space. A new Christie’s Southampton 
outpost has been set up in the beloved, 
but long-vacant, 5,600-square-foot 
glass car showroom and repair shop 
at 1 Pond Lane through 2022. As part. 
of a collaboration with Carpenters 
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Workshop Gallery, the pop-up’s first 
exhibition, Out East, will showcase 


functional design pieces by Nacho — 


Carbonell, DRIFT, Vincent Dubourg 
and Aldo Bakker alongside works from 
Christie’s by artists inspired by the 
East End, including Willem de Koon- 
ing, Helen Frankenthaler, Lee Krasner 
and Roy Lichtenstein. 

“Both the mayor and the community 
at large is supportive of this cultural 
development, and I think it’s really 
elevating the culture not just through 
the season, but also in the off-season,” 
says Ashlee Harrison, director of the 
Americas for Carpenters Workshop 
Gallery. “You have Phillips that has 
opened, anchoring one end of town ... 
and you have Christie’s featuring Car- 
penters Workshop anchoring the other 
side of Southampton. I think having 
both of those beautifully iconic. build- 
ings that have been repositioned as 
gallery spaces really sets the tone, and 
then you have Hauser & Wirth and all 


these other galleries and pop-ups, the. 


Peter Marino Foundation, (Southamp- 
ton Cultural Center and Southampton 
Arts Center). It’s such a small town 
that has really developed as an art 
community. For me personally, it’s an 
easily accessible location. It’s not so 
far from the city—it’s one of the first 
Hamptons—and if you’re coming from 
east, from Montauk, you have to drive 
through Southampton. I think it’s very 
strategic.” 

The spacious interior of Christie’s 
Southampton was a key point in mak- 
ing the Carpenters Workshop collabo- 
ration work, as the latter’s large-scale 
functional designs need plenty of room 
to breathe. Plus, Carpenters Work- 
shop has a longstanding tradition of 
selecting gallery spaces in buildings 
with unique architectural history. “A 
big, bronze Wendell Castle (sculpture) 
isn’t something you'd necessarily put 
in your New York apartment, but it can 
live very beautifully in a garden or ter- 
race in the Hamptons,” Harrison adds. 


Perhaps the most recent addition to 


the Southampton art scene is the Loves 
Gallery pop-up, which just held a VIP 
opening on Saturday, July 3. After flee- 
ing her ground-zero home after 9/11, 
Jennifer Contini found refuge in her 
Hamptons summer home where she 
began “painting heart after heart after 
heart to pump love back into New York 
City.” It was in Southampton that the 
Ohio native found her community. She 
continued to paint thousands of her 
hopeful hearts, which she shipped out 
to buyers near and far, and abstract 
works, which Rudy Gambino of La 
Parmigiana eagerly offered to hang in 
his restaurant. 

Recently splitting her time between 
Ohio and New York, Contini reached

out to Gambino about adding her latest 


_abstract painting, “Chasing the Sun,” 


to her dedicated wall in La Parmigiana. 
She posted about her recent journey 
back to New York, painting in hand, 
on Instagram, which caught the at- 
tention of Marianne Barnett, the UPS 
Southampton owner and a friend of 
Contini’s, who had serendipitous news 
to share: UPS Southampton had just 
moved from 50 Hill Street to 26 Hill 
Street, leaving the old storefront va- 
cant. All that remained in the windows 


was a selection of Barnett’s breathtak- 
ing animal photography, per the 2020 
vacant storefront art law. 

“This is the place where I would ship; 
I would see Marianne almost every 
day,” says Contini—whose works have 
been featured in exhibitions across 
the world and who just sold one of 
her pieces for $15,000. “So (I chose) 
Southampton not just because of it be- 
ing a place of serenity and peace, but 
the community itself, like Rudy at La 
Parmigiana hanging my artwork—

that’s what our gallery is about, too. It’s 
50 yards away from Christie’s, which is 
just an amazing story in itself, and here 
we are, (the emerging artists I repre- 
sent and J) who are selling our paint- 
ings. ... I'll get them into this amazing 
art scene that’s going on right now.” 

Loves Gallery's debut exhibition, 
Poptimism, explore the idea that “love 
is the master plan,” showcasing art- 
ists and designers June Contini, Sarah 
Dugger, Kathi Tustin, Jason Keusch, 
Wendy Cuyler, Nikki Codis, Steven 
Cunningham, Elom “Ecentrik” Bow- 
man, Jessie Edwards, Tillie “Vintage 
Key Boutique” and young emerging 
z artist Kaia Mateo. “We are going to be 
a gallery for everyone,” Contini adds. 
“We're planning on doing workshops 
for adults and children. Children are 
the focus of ‘Paint Your Heart Out’ 
We're going to draw in, not just the gal- 
lery side, but an actual hands-on side 
for the community to come in and ex- 
press themselves as artists.”. 

As summer 2021 continues, East 
Enders will likely see a few more new 
galleries pop up in Southampton Vil- 
lage, followed by a wave of storefront 
art installations likely to return later 
this year as many galleries and stores 
began their winter hibernation. The 
seasonal timeline may be similar to 
other Hamptons villages, but at least 
in Southampton, the art scene offers 
something new to see year-round.

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Charles Gwathmey’s Sedacca House 
Hits the Market for $2.

Ihe Sedacca House, located in 
East Hampton, is an integral 
part of architectural history. Built 
in 1967 by Charles Gwathmey, one 
of the iconic “New York Five” archi- 
tects, the home recently hit the mar- 
~ ket for $2.5 million. 
The 1,200-square-foot home at 19 
Northwest Landing Road is located 
near East Hampton Village and is 
just two miles from Cedar Point. In 


addition to the main structure, there | 


is a pool and an Airstream — yes, 
this home comes with an Airstream 
— all set on just under three acres. 

The property has been preserved 
as a part of architectural history, ac- 
cording to the Corcoran listing and 
with that has been said to have “re- 
vitalized or changed the concept of 
building in the Hamptons, broke the 
mold of the vernacular, shingle-style 
house and showed for the first time a 
modern house that was not imitative 
or historicist.” ; 

_ It is listed with Matthew Lester 
and Michael Schultz of the Corcoran 
Group. 

From the outside, the Sedacca 
House is “a two story, mid-century 
modernist masterpiece full of juxta- 
position in both material and form.” 


Upon entering the main space, 
visitors are greeted with 18-foot 
high ceilings, a steel spiral staircase, 
and walls of glass that embrace the 
woodlands surrounding the proper- 
ty. The kitchen sits in the cylindrical 
wing of the house and is equipped 
with a stove, oven, refrigerator, and 
dishwasher. The first level also of- 
fers a bedroom and bathroom. 

Once visitors ascend, the spiral 
staircase, there is the master bed- 


room and bathroom as well as a 
beautiful mezzanine. 

Out back, there is a luxe Air- 
stream, a spot for guests, perhaps? 

The original storage shed still 
stands on the property. There is also 
a terrace perfect for entertaining 
family and friends. The centerpiece 


‘of the yard is the heated pool sur- 


rounded by the lush woodlands of 
East Hampton. 


This home is_ the

place to spend the summer 
secluded from the crowds and 
traffic of the Hamptons but is within 
close distance of many shops and 
restaurants. The touch of historical 
significance makes spending time 
on this property that much more 
satisfying.

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Hampton Classic Prepares for Big Return in 2021

lollowing a year hiatus forced 

by the COVID-19 pandemic, 
the organizers of the Hampton 
Classic Horse Show are champ- 
ing at the bit and ready to bring 
the East End’s premier eques- 
trian event back to Bridgehamp- 
ton this summer. And despite 
skipping last year, there’s much 
to celebrate with the Classic’s re- 
turn during the week of August 
29-September 5. Riders are 
eager to compete, few sponsors 
have bailed out and the turf has 
had two years to recover. One 
could argue that 2021 will be 
better than ever. 

Hampton Classic executive 
director for the past 16 years, 
Shanette Barth Cohen says they 
had little option but to cancel in 
2020. Some horse shows were 
able to run competition without 
spectators during the pandemic, 
but that wouldn't have been pos- 
sible at the Classic. 

“We couldn’t afford to run the 
show with just the horse show 
itself,” she explains, pointing 
out that rider entry fees cover 
most prize money, but they have 
no built-in infrastructure or fa- 
cilities, such as jumps, rings, PA 
systems—pretty much everything that 
makes the event whatitis. —— 

Last year was disappointing, but 
Cohen says she and her team immedi- 
ately went to work planning for 2021. 
“We decided we were running in 2021 
when we canceled in 2020. It wasn’t 

‘really a decision to happen,” she re- 
calls, though they couldn’t fully go 
forward with contracts and booking 
officials and vendors. “It was a sort of 
gradual thing as it became clearer and 
clearer that we'd be able to run.” 

Momentum has been building since 
then, as it’s become clearer this sum- 
mer’s show won't differ much from 
previous Classics. “Early in the year 
it was looking like maybe we'd have to 
do some modifications,” Cohen says, 
but the world is quickly shifting back 
to the way it was. “At this point we’re 
expecting the show to be relatively 
normal. I don’t think we're going to 
have to change much besides encour- 
aging mask wearing if youre not vac- 
cinated—that type of thing.” 

They originally expected to cut the 
number of VIP tables, but even that is 


no longer a problem. As far as changes 
that stuck, Cohen says they moved 
Kids Day from its usual Saturday 
slot to Thursday in an effort to keep 
weekend numbers down and drive 
congestion to a day with fewer capac- 
ity issues. “Kids Day was a natural to 
move to Thursday because a Saturday 
is going to be busy regardless,” she 
points out. “Now we probably could 


have Kids Day on Saturday, but we’ve 


already made the change and that’s 
fine.” 

Unfortunately, a number of ven- 
dors with accepted applications have 
backed out, but mainly because the 
Hamptons is so hopping this summer 
that they’ve found it impossible to se- 
cure housing for the week. At least one 
other couldn’t come due to a pandem- 
ic-related corporate policy that has yet 
to change. 

To cover their bases and put minds 


at ease, Cohen says they forged a part- 


nership with Health Rover months 
ago to be the official COVID testing 
partner of the Hampton Classic, when 
they thought on-site testing might be

needed. “They're a mobile health unit 
that has testing equipment,” she adds, 
noting that the company is even work- 
ing on a concussion test that could be 
available by next summer. “At the time 
we made the arrangement we figured 
we'd at least need to have our staff be 
tested on a regular basis,” Cohen con-

tinues, describing yet another 
precaution that is now unneces- 
sary, especially since most of her 
staff is vaccinated. But Health 
Rover will still be on-site if the 
situation changes. 

Normally, Hampton Classic 
tickets go on sale in June, but this 
year they won't be available until 
August 1. “We modified because 
there were so many unknowns,” 
Cohen says, but even with the 
delay, she expects sales to be 
brisk. VIP tent areas are already 
mostly sold out, which happened 
much earlier than in previous 
years. And 2021’s competitor en- 
tries, which opened right around 
Memorial Day, are way ahead of 
2019 in terms of how many hors- 
es have been entered to compete. 
Cohen also expects grandstand 
seats to sell out. 

“T don’t know if our crowds can 
get bigger because we only have 
a certain amount of parking,” 
Cohen says. “I think we'll be as 
busy as ever.” Typically, some 
50,000 people come to watch 
the event, showcasing more than 
1,500 horses competing for hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
200 hunter, jumper and equita- 

tion classes. 

_ And, of course, the surest sign 
that the Hampton Classic isn’t going 
away this year is the 2021 poster re- 
veal. Originally meant to be last year’s 
poster, the gorgeous image by equine 
photographer Shelli Breidenbach fea- 
tures a powerful chestnut horse on a 
white background. It’s the first time 
a photo has been used for the poster 
since 2007. Due to the carryover from 
last year, Cohen says the Classic never 
sent a request for new submissions, but 
they still received a bunch, which will 
be entered for next year’s poster. 

At this point, it seems nothing can 
stop the Hampton Classic Horse Show 
from a big, splashy return—and it 
comes just after the 2021 Olympics. 
Nearly all of the event’s top, fan-favor- 
ite riders will be there, and it will be 
the first time any participating Olym- 
pians will be back in competition on 
U.S. soil. 

“What’s new is that we're trying 
to make it as the same as it’s always 
been,” Cohen says. “We want people to 
feel like we're back full-steam ahead 
and we didn’t miss a stride.”

Kia 
Eshghi

his week’s cover artist, Kiamarz 

“Kia” Eshghi, has spent more than 
six decades working as an artist and 
musician in Iran and in the United 
States. 

Raised in the city of Tehran with 
advanced schooling in classical art 
and Persian miniature, as well as the 
classical Persian zarb drum, Eshghi’s 
painting and drumming abilities 
were put on display right out of high 
school — in local art shows, on stage, 
radio and television. He also’ broke 
into acting and stage design through 
his connection to the Honarhaye Ziba 
governmental] art institute at which he 
had trained. At age 25, he and his wife 
Pouran left Iran for the United States. 

Throughout the 1970s and ’80s, he 
exhibited his paintings throughout 
New York, including at his own Gallery 
Bond Street, and he was even invited 
by the Iran Center at Columbia Univer- 
sity to participate in a show celebrat- 
ing talented Iranian artists. One of his 
proudest exhibitions was a solo show 
of his most vibrant pieces that took 
place at the esteemed Queens Museum 
of Art. His paintings have also become 
popular with architects and interior 
designers who often work them into 
their chic designs. 

Throughout this time, Eshghi has 
also continued to hone his drumming 
skills, which earned him several per- 
formances at Carnegie Hall, New York 
University and other prestigious ven- 
ues. In addition to his painting and 
drumming accolades, he and Pouran 
are also well-known as former owners 
of The Big Duck in Flanders and the 
ones who donated the iconic structure 
to Suffolk County. Today, they are suc- 
cessful New York business owners with 
a lovely home in Hampton Bays. 

Here, Eshghi discusses this week’s 
cover art: “Vision #1.” 


What is the story behind “Vi- 
sion #12” 

(There was a time) when this style 
wasn’t around, and I brought it to my

canvas, calling it “organic abstract.” 
That’s when we gave a name to my 
technique, and everybody was happy 
and liked it. ... Every five to 10 years I 
try to step up and do something new, 
and most of the things that were done 
at the time, in the 1980s and 90s, were 
organic abstract. The color was mostly 
done by the ink, dye and mixed media 
— everything is on a canvas.

your own version of the story in the 
painting. You can always look into and 
bring some more out of that painting. 
... It is a technique that I’ve never seen 
before as an artist. I look at a lot of 
books and artwork, but there is noth- 
ing out there that matches the system- 
atic work that I put through my brush 
to my canvas. The word “unique” prob- 
ably fits. 


How do your paintings play 
into your own story? 

Each piece has a story on its own 
shoulders, and each piece brings in a 
good portion of my life, showing how 
my life started with art. And music has 
a lot to do with it because I am a drum- 
mer, which a lot of people don’t know. 
We brought the drumming, Persian 
drumming, up to this situation where 
we were invited to do pieces in Carn- 
egie Hall. I played like three or four 
times in Carnegie Hall, and for one 
or two of them, I wasn’t just a musi- 
cian, I was also working as production 
manager. I had created that show. It’s 
a kind of mix and match in the mind 
of a musician who does painting 
and a painter who does drawing and 
drumming.

What makes this piece an ideal 
fit for a Dan’s Papers cover? 

I think any of my pieces are nice for 
a Dan’s cover! When Vicki (Schneps- 
Yunis) picked up this one, I said, “Fan- 
tastic! That’s a great piece.” But to be 
honest, any of the pieces that I have in 
my stock, and the things that I’m doing 
lately, are all related. ... My works are 
creative works, and sometimes they all 
become one. And I can see other pic- 
tures, like “Vision #1,” I can see it in

originally, they’re based on the same 
creative drawings. 


What do you find most reward- 
ing or fulfilling about creating 
these unique works of art?

Nelson Algren

Fischl: “Nelson Algrenis the saint for those creative gangsters 
who splash light, language and color on the pounding jukebox of 
hard living.” Nelson Algren was an American novelist and short 
story writer, known as the “Poet of the Chicago Slums.” His novel 
The Man with the Golden Arm, published in 1949, won the National 
Book Award and was adapted as a 1955 film of the same name. 

Algren showed his tough love for Chicago with Chicago: City on 
the Make, published in 1951, and was referred to as “a bard of the 
down-and-outer,” reifying the world of the Chicago demimonde. He 
moved to Paterson, NJ after researching and writing about the boxer 
Rubin “Hurricane” Carter in The Devil’s Stocking. 

Hemingway called Algren the greatest post-war novelist writing 
in his day. He moved to Sag Harbor at the end of his life, somewhat 
embittered by his lack of fame. Algren was then accepted into the 
American Academy of Arts and Letters, and planned to celebrate his 
induction, but died in his kitchen while preparing for a celebration 


party.

“Betty Friedan is the saint of housewives with much more on their plates than do- 
mesticity,” Fischl says. 

In 1963, Betty Friedan published a Book called The Feminine Mystique that galva- 
nized American feminism in the second half of the 2oth century. By the year 2000, more 
than three million copies had been sold, and it had been translated into many languages. 
The Second Sex, an earlier book by French author Simone de Beauvoir, also dealt with 
similar issues but did not quite strike the same cultural nerve. The Feminine Mystique 
exploded the pervasive myth that a woman kept by her husband in a housewifely role is 
necessarily a fulfilled woman: “The problem that has no name,” as she called it. 

The publication of The Feminine Mystique also led to her cofounding and presidency 
of the National Organization for Women in 1966, which sought equal rights and stand- 
ing with men in American society. This was followed by the Women’s Strike for Equality 
in 1970, which took place on August 26, the 50th anniversary of the 19th Amendment to 
the Constitution, which gave women the right to vote. She was slow to accept the cause 
of LGBTQ rights, but eventually saw its essential worth. 

There is no question that Friedan’s book and work has had an enormous effect on 
culture worldwide, and its importance is undiminished.

How It Has Changed In Our House and How I Have

Tried to Come to Terms With It

A 7 hen I was a boy, I 
didn’t have to wash 
dishes. I had a mother 
~ who did that. She also. 
cooked. Meanwhile, my 
- dad worked every day. 
That was the era when a 
family could get by on one 
income. _ : 

After college I went 
out into the world where 
when-I got married I was 
told I either had to do one 
or the other. I chose dish- 
washing. 

I became an excellent 
dishwasher. I did pots and 
pans with soap pads, but 
for plates, silverware and 
glasses it meant putting 
things into the dishwash- 
er, which had recently 
been invented. I got real 
good at that. Silverware 
in the basket, a big pull- 
out tray for the dishes, a 
smaller one on the top for the glasses 
and cups. I was always very diligent in 
washing things with soap and water 
before putting them in the dishwasher. 
Didn’t want to hurt the dishwasher. I 
should be happy with the dishwasher. 
And I was. It seemed easy. 

I mention all this because three 
weeks ago, our dishwasher died very 
suddenly. I looked at the manual. We'd 
had it exactly 10 years and a month. It 
had a 10-year warranty. Maybe they 
programmed it to do that. The silver- 
ware basket broke on the bottom. A 
counterweight inside the dishwasher 
snapped. Now to get the 15-pound 
dishwasher door either open or closed 


required a mighty lift. We solved that 


by tying a leather belt to the door han- 
dle for extra leverage. But then, a week 
later, the left side of the dishwasher 
door came entirely off its hinge and 
fell to the floor. 

This meant that for the next few 
weeks while my wife negotiated with 
P.C. Richard & Son, I had to do the 
dishes by hand, not the way I used to 
have to do it, but how my mother, be- 
fore dishwashers, had to do it. 

And I had a revelation. Washing 


the dishes with soap and water and 
putting them in a dish rack on the 
counter was better than washing the 
dishes with soap and water to make 
them ready for the dishwasher. For 
one thing, the sparkling-clean dishes 
were right there on the counter in the 
rack at counter level so you could make 
sure they were clean. For another, you 
didn’t have to bend over and wrestle 
the dishwasher door open and closed, 
then slide things into their places in 
its dark cave. For another, you didn’t 
have to rummage around in there 
when an errant fork got through the 
shelves and was down on the bottom 
in the back. And for still another, it 
saved water. It took me 15 minutes to 
wash the dishes. The dishwasher had 
washed and cleaned for 80 minutes, 
using tons of water. 

I felt proud to be doing the dishes 
just once, then seeing them all spiffy 
clean in the bright kitchen lights. 

And then I learned I was NOT doing 
it like my mother was doing it. I was 
picking up a dirty dish, scrubbing it 
with a sponge under the warm water, 
then rinsing it and setting it into the 
rack. 


LOOKING INTO THE GREAT MAW OF OUR NEW DISHWASHER 


My wife, noting that, pulled a small 
white plastic tub from under the coun- 


_ter and set it into the sink. It took up 
exactly half of the sink. She then put 


liquid soap and warm water in it. It 
bubbled up to near the top. 

“Now stack up the dishes in the tub 
and let them soak,” she told me. 

I did that. After a bit, I took the dish- 
es out of the tub one by one and just 
had to rinse the soapy water off them 
into the sink, where the tub wasn’t, be- 
fore setting them in the rack. This was 
terrific! 

“And use these rubber gloves,” she 
said. The gloves went almost up to my 
elbows. As a matter of fact, my mother 
had gloves like these. I did the dishes 
and my hands stayed dry. 

Anyway, after consulting Consumer 
Reports magazine for the best dish- 
washer, then talking to a knowledge- 
able salesman at P.C. Richard & Son, 
we ordered the delivery and installa- 
tion of a new dishwasher. Once again, 
I was going back to stacking the dishes 
up into the mouth of the dishwasher. 

This one has a top rack where you 
have to line up the dirty knives, forks 
and spoons in rows one at a time rath- 


er than drop them willy- 
nilly into a_ silverware 
basket as with the old one. 

My wife showed me 
how to do it. All the salad 
forks go in one row, all the 
regular forks in another, 
all the soup spoons in 
another row, all the tea- 
spoons in still another. 
Each individual piece of 
silverware gets soaped up 
and sprayed upon on all 
sides all at once. 

“T think I’m lining up 
all these soldiers for the 
morning inspection,” I 
told my wife. “It takes 
time.” 

“You'll get used to it,” 
she said. 

I also discovered in the 
manual that with this 
dishwasher you don't 
have to even rinse the 
dishes before they go in. 
Just scrape off the excess 
food. That’s crazy. I don’t 
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believe it. 


It also has. 13 settings. The old 
dishwasher had two. Regular and 
quick—8o0 minutes or 45 minutes. The 
settings were at the top of the door in 
both. Press one and it beeps, lights up 
and starts when you close the door. 

This one has a regular setting. It 
goes for three hours. The other set- 
tings are steam cycle, auto, heavy, deli- 
cate, refresh, normal, turbo, hi-temp, 
extra dry, delay start, dual zone, half 
load and energy saver. 

Both dishwashers are pretty silent 
when they are on. But here we are at 
the breakfast table in the kitchen and 
the new one is on regular. And you 
hear it splashing water inside. 

It starts up splashing, it goes on for 
about 30 seconds, then it stops. After 
10 seconds it starts up again, splash- 
ing for 30 seconds and again stops. 
Then it goes on and on like this. 

“I guess the dishes are getting pretty 
clean in there,” I note. “The old one 
didn’t do this.” It splashes again and 
again. Wash, wash, wash, wash, wash. 

I think it’s going to wear off the de- 
signs on the dishes in there. We shall 
see. We'll open it later today. 
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Our Amazing History 
Julia Gardiner, 
First Lady of the U.S.

ulia Gardiner, the 

daughter of a well- 
known East Hampton 
resident, grew up to marry the 
president of the United States 
while he was in office. That has not 
happened before or since. It has also 
not happened that the age difference 
between a president and first lady was 
so great. President John Tyler was 54. 
She was 24. 

How it all came about is a wonderful 
love story. Tyler’s presidency (4841-45) 
is considered one of the country’s worst. 
But the love story is another matter. 

Her father, David Gardiner, was a 
prominent New York lawyer. He and his 
family had a home in Manhattan and a 
house on Gardiners Island off Amagan- 
sett which his older brother owned. Julia 


was born on Gardiners Island 
and raised amidst New York’s 
high society. In the summer, 
she attended Clinton Acade- 
my in East Hampton to study 
manners, poetry and music. 
She grew to become a great 
beauty. But when she was 19, she was 
involved in a great scandal. In Manhat- 
tan, she allowed herself to promote a 
middle-class department store in that 
town by appearing in a newspaper ad- 
vertisement with an unidentified man 
saying, “Ill purchase at Bogert and 
Mecamly’s, No. 86 Ninth Avenue. Their 
Goods are Beautiful and Astonishingly 
Cheap.” As a result, her father took her 
and the rest of the family on an 11-month 
tour of Europe where the family was pre- 
sented to kings and queens and even the 
pope. The scandal was gone when they 
returned, so her father began practic-

_ ing law in and around 
Washington, D.C. At a 
reception at the White 
House, Julia was pre- 
sented to President 
Tyler, who was im- 
mediately smitten. He 
was still married, but 
his wife was bedridden 
and dying upstairs. 
After his wife’s death, 

President Tyler began 
openly sending poems 
and love letters to Julia. 
Her parents were ‘hor- : 
rified. The age gap between them was 

_ totally inappropriate. » 

Still, President Tyler constantly in- 
vited her back to the White House, 
chaperoned by her father, of course. But 
then a tremendous tragedy changed ev- 
erything. 

Julia and her father were among many 
guests invited by President Tyler to ac- 
company him on a cruise up the Potomac 
River aboard the Princeton, the newest 
and largest warship in the American 
Navy. A band played. Many members of 
the administration were on board. The 
secretary of war urged the captain to fire 
the ship’s big gun, the largest gun ever 
built to that time. Julia was below deck

in a cabin. The gun ex- 
_ ploded, sending shrap- 
3 nel everywhere. Presi- 
dent Tyler ran upstairs 
and found himself 
amidst smoke, fire and 
. six people dead. One | 
of them was Julia's fa- 
ther. The president ran 
downstairs and held 
Julia, saying he would 
never ever leave her. He 
carried her ashore, sob- 
bing. She married him. 

Julia Gardiner be- 
came a celebrity. She rode around Wash- 
ington in a carriage pulled by a team of 
white horses. She held parties and af- © 
fairs honoring foreign dignitaries. She 
required that a Marine band play “Hail 
to the Chief” whenever her husband en- - 
tered a room. Drawings of her became 
souvenirs. : 

Julia and her husband retired to his 
Virginia plantation after he completed 
his first and only term. She bore him 
seven children. In 1862, Tyler, now a 
senator for the Confederacy, died while 
going to a meeting in Richmond. Julia 
lived on Staten Island for a while, then 
retreated to the family estate in Virginia, 


_where she died in 1889 at age 69.

Chef William Valentine be- 
gan his career in culinary in the 
late 80s at Johnson & Wales College 
in Providence, Rhode Island with 
an associate degree in culinary arts. 
After he completed his studies, he 
continued his culinary practice as a 
sous chef and eventually landed him- 
self a position as an executive chef 
at the Checkers Hotel Kempinski in 
Los Angeles, California. After two 
years he went on to become the ex- 
ecutive chef and general manager at 
The Maidstone Arms Inn & Restau- 
rant, in East Hampton. During his 
years there, the classic country inn 
received appraisals from the Teller 
as “one of the best hotels in America” 
and nominated “Top Ten Best Coun- 
try Inns in America” by German 
Vogue Magazine. 

In August of 2004, Chef William 
went on to become one of the found- 
ers and corporate executive chef at 
The Really Cool Foods Company. His 
role there required him to be-respon- 
sible for the supervision and direc- 
tion of the R&D team that developed 
over 3,000 organic and natural food 
~ recipes before the opening of a kitch- 
en facility in Syosset, followed by the 
construction of the present, larger 
facility in Cambridge City, Indiana.

designed to take on the summer 
heat. : 

Just a bit further up the road on 
the left is the Clam Bar—now cel- 
ebrating its 40th year in business. 
Their signature yellow-striped um- 
brellas adorn their outdoor seating 
area that’s usually flooded with both 
locals, visitors and the occasional 
celebrity seeking the best lobster 
rolls and oysters on the East End. 
The Clam Bar is another casual and 
iconic mainstay of the East End that 
has “a come as you are vibe” loved by 
all. Their lobster roll routinely makes 
every editor’s “best of” pick and Mar- 
tha Stewart once had her birthday 
party there! 

Best Pizza & Dive Bar has all 
you could want for a night out, great 
pizza, cold drinks, and good music. 
Enjoy live sports streamed from their 
multiple flat screens while noshing 
on some really good pizza. 

After a night out there’s nothing 
your body craves more than a greasy 
B.E.C. (bacon, egg and cheese) and if 
you came to the Hamptons and didn’t 
have a Goldberg’s Bagel, did you 
even visit? Choose from bagels and 
flats and top them off with their in- 
credible schmears and spreads, they 
even have vegan options like tofu 
cream cheese and vegan sausage! 

Last stop on “The Stretch” is 
Morty’s Oyster Stand which has 
more to offer than just fresh oysters! 
Alongside their seafood offerings 
like tuna poke tostada and seafood 
pasta (made with handmade pasta), 
their cocktail menu is another entic- 
ing feature of the restaurant. On a 
sunny day one can sip on frozen and 
specialty cocktails while dining on 
their umbrella shaded patio or out- 
door bar. Pro tip: get a dozen local 
oysters—one can’t get fresher! 

It’s summer on the East End, 
which means dining on the water 
is at its peak. This week, we'll re- 
cap the South Fork and starting in 
Montauk, there are two excellent 
options: Duryea’s Lobster Deck 
and Navy Beach—both of which 
aren't that far from each other—on 
Napeague Bay.

“TOWNLINE SMOKED CHICKEN 


2 Natural Whole Frying Chicken 

1 qt hot tap water 

1 qt ice water 

2 oz salt 

4 0z sugar 

1 0z chili powder 

Blended oil (to rub the chickens) 

Salt and black pepper to taste (can pur- 


_ chase at the restaurant) or use you own 


secret rub. 


Procedure 

Spatchcock and Brine the Chickens: 

Remove the backbone from the 2 chick- 
ens and clean any excess fat. Splay the 
chickens. This is called Spatchcock. — 

In a vessel that can hold the chickens, 
add in the hot tap water, salt, sugar, and 
chili powder. Stir to dissolve. 

Pour in the ice water. 

Add in the chickens. 

Submerge the chickens into the brine. 
Place into the refrigerator for at least 12 
hours and no longer than 2 days 


Smoking: 

Remove the chickens from the brine and 
discard the brine. 

With a paper towel blot the chickens dry. 

Rub the chickens down with the oil. 

Season the chickens liberally with the 
salt and pepper. 

Season the chickens liberally with the 
TownLine BBQ rub (contrary to its name 
rarely do you ever rub, sprinkle works fine!) 

Over a Hickory or white oak wood fire set 
the smoker temp to 225F 

Place the chickens skin side up in the 
smoker and smoke for approximately 2—3 
hours depending on size, or until a ther- 
mometer reaches 165F internal temp in the 
thickest part of the breast. 

Let the chickens rest. About 7 minutes. 

Cut the chickens up, and serve with some

“My father, as a songwriter, set the 
bar pretty damn high,” she says, witha 
laugh.

This is where 
I grew up, so for me, it’s a lot of nos- 
talgia and comfort in being home and 
being close to the water. 

I love my town of Sag Harbor — I re- 
member the “Save Sag Harbor” years 
ago. I was lucky enough to organize 
and raise funds with April Gornik. I’m 
all about keeping things local and not 
bringing in any big chain stores into 
our town. 

What inspired you to write 
“Seven Years?” 

Ryan proposed to me on the beach 
as the sun was setting in Parrot Cay 
(Turks and Caicos) on New Year’s Eve 
(in 2018). He said he had the ring in 
his pocket for a year (laughs) waiting 
for the right moment. A lot of little 
things that added up ... those little 
thoughtful trinkets in time that weave 
a story together—that was the story I 
wanted to tell. 

Did you (or Ryan) feel at all 
self conscious about the song, 
and sharing it? 

No. We had a discussion about it up 
front — I asked him, ‘Are you okay with 
some darker lines (in the verses)?’ He 
said, ‘I don’t want this to be a Hallmark 
card. I don’t think you should have to 
sugarcoat anything in this song.’

When did you start singing 
and songwriting? 

I remember my parents singing 
me goodnight with Beatles songs 
and I remember they used to take 
me to the carousel in Central Park 
and I would sing along to the songs

the key when youre in a position 
like mine. I know I’m not the only 
daughter or child (of famous par- 
ents) who obviously struggles with 
this. you really can’t compare your- 
self too much and you just have to 
listen to yourself.

below the Atlantic horizon. Agawam Lake is the centerpiece 
of Southampton Village, and our lush greenery, fertile land, 
and incredible farming culture with its superb local produce 
are the result our nutrient rich soil, and abundant fresh water. 


I am reminded of King David’s 104th Psalm, “How many 
are your works O Lord!

my proximity, not once did I ever go into 
the water. Between my childhood house 
and the river was a sewage plant and a 
Domino's Sugar factory, two of the many 
industrial complexes along the coastline 
of the river towns north of Manhattan. 
During the 20th century, these factories 
dumped massive amounts of sewage and 
chemicals into the Hudson that damaged 
the water quality and aquatic life. Clean- 
ups of this 200-mile superfund site are 
still ongoing today. 


The Hamptons are home to some of the 
most serene and picturesque waters of 
the world. Yet as the man-made rust tides 
wash in, the blooms of blue-green algae 
become more common, and as our waters 
are continually polluted with nitrogen 
leeching from aging septic systems, I fear 
that the waters of the Hamptons will, like 
the Hudson River, become nothing more 


than eye-candy. Water is meant to be more 
than just looked it. In the Jewish tradi- 
tion we call our natural bodies of water 
“mayim chaim,” living waters. Water is 
God’s gift to us; it nourishes cleanses, and 


most importantly, it gives us life. This isn’t 


a blessing that we can afford to squander. 


During the Exodus from Egypt, 
the Israelites constantly complain about 
not having enough water to drink. 
“So it was that the people grumbled 
against Moses saying, what shall we 
drink (Exodus 15:24).” There is water at 
the Israelite encampment, but they can’t 
drink it “because it is bitter.” In other 
words, the water is polluted. Commenta- 
tors on this verse note that what the peo- 
ple really lack, is spirituality. Pure water is 
the ultimate influence of spirituality. “God 
speaks to us by the pure waters,” note the 
ancient rabbis (Mekhilta of Rabbi Ishmael 
12:4). 


The real estate market knows well that _ 


people will pay exponentially more to live 
on the water, because water calms and 
restores the soul. But the value of water 
depends on us keeping it pure and clean. 
Our responsibility isn’t just to pollute less, 
it’s to actively invest in infrastructure and 
support legislation that will restore the 
waters that nourish the Hamptons.

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Clay Aiken: 


American Idol Star to Perform in Broadway Out East Series 


BY ANGELA LAGRECA 


lay Aiken says he will never forget 

“the moment backstage before 
the finale” of American Idol with his 
competitor, Ruben Studdard. 

“We were standing back there wait- 
ing to walk out for the very last time 
and find out who won, and Ruben 
looked at me and said, “Look at us. 
Two of the least likely people to win 
this show — look at the two of us, right 
here,” recalls Aiken, with a laugh. “I 
was like, ‘Oh hell, you’re right. We did 
this.’ I think we both knew that in itself 
was kind of something special, too.” 

That was 20 years ago, and though 
Studdard beat out Aiken by 134,000 
votes out of the 24 million votes cast 
that night (the two have been good, 
close friends since), Aiken, who grew 
up in Raleigh, North Carolina, went 
on to international stardom, scoring 
a record deal with RCA, selling mil- 
lions of records, topping the Billboard 
charts, touring for years, starring on 
Broadway in Spamalot and making 
numerous concert and television ap- 
pearances. In 2014 he made a run for 
office to be a U.S. Representative of 
North Carolina (he won the primary 
and lost to the incumbent). 

These days, Aiken says he doesn’t 
sing much publicly anymore — but 
on July 15 he will be performing at 
Calissa, the Mediterranean restau- 
rant in Water Mill, when he kicks off 
a summer-long series Broadway Out 
East featuring a star-studded lineup 
of Broadway artists, musicians and 
entertainers. 

“It’s sort of rare, actually,” says Aik- 
en, which makes the gig at Calissa that 
much more of an event. Aiken’s “main 
job at the moment,” he says, is rais- 
ing his 13-year-old son and “singing

occasionally, depending on how I’m 
feeling.” [He also moderates a weekly 
political podcast called How the Heck 
We All Gonna Get Along?] When he 
takes the stage at the outdoor court- 
yard at Calissa, his fans will be wit- 
ness to another least likely moment, 
and a first for Aiken. 

“I have not done a public perfor- 
mance this intimate ever before,” says

Aiken with a laugh. The shows at Cal- 
issa seat 125 people, a far cry from the 
large venues and concert halls Aiken 
is used to playing. “I’ve done a few 
private events that have been sort of 
similar, but I’ve never done anything 
publicly with just me and piano that’s 
not been in a real theater,” he admits. 
“It’s kind of exciting to me and I’m 
honestly a little bit nervous.” 


We checked in with Aiken in Ra- 
leigh, North Carolina via phone to 
talk with him about his upcoming gig 
at Calissa (only his second time in the 
Hamptons) and what life has been like 
since Idol. 

When did you last sing in pub- 
lic, and what brings you out to 
the Hamptons?

I certainly don’t dislike it — I did 
it for a long time, 11 years on the 
road. It lost the spark for me and 
so I don’t really have the personal- 
ity to constantly want to live on the 
road and be doing it. I stop and after 
a while I’m like, “You know what, I 
want to sing,” and feel I miss it. 

I actually was scheduled to do 
a theatrical show this summer in 


Pittsburgh. It was supposed to be > 


last summer and it got canceled and 
postponed due to COVID and then 
it got postponed again this summer, 
and I was like, “crap.” 
My musical director (Ben Cohn, 
. also the musical director for Dear 
Evan Hansen on Broadway) is 
friends with the people at Calissa 
and knew they were doing this se- 
ries. They had gotten to the point 
where everyone is — how do we con- 
tinue to have our business success- 
ful and how do we run and operate 
in this environment? 

The fact that this business was 
trying. to make it work with the 
restrictions that were in place and 
do these outdoors events and space 
people correctly — I empathize with 

_ that and wanted to be involved and 
help if I could: 
It gave me a chance to do one of 
those things that people said you 
can’t do — and I said, “Let’s go do 


it.” It was an opportunity to finally — 


come out of the house ... I’ve been 
vaccinated for quite a while now so 
I’m getting back to life normally. 

Do you know what you'll be 
singing at Calissa? What do 
you love to sing? 

Not song by song but I think a 
memory lane through some of the 
stuff I have recorded (that could 
mean “The Way,” “Invisible,” “This 
Is the Night”) and some of the stuff 
I did on Idol probably (his classic 
“Bridge Over Troubled Water” is a 
sure bet). 

If I'm being completely honest, 
the truth is I always want to sing 
Christmas stuff [we laugh] but in a 
setting like this I really do love the 
Andy Williams kind of Perry Como, 
Johnny Matthis type stuff — “It’s 
Impossible” — those types of sing- 
ers-songs that have always been my 
favorite to sing, not that I don’t like 
pop stuff but ... there’s something 
about those crooners of the ‘60s 
that I love so I imagine there will be 
several of those.

I talk to Ruben at least every 
week ...

I haven't watched the show since 
maybe season 5 ... it’s a different 
show and it’s geared to a very young 
audience now ... this year is the 
20th year of Idol and next year will 
be 20 years since I did it. 
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After being competitors, 
why do you think you and 
Ruben stayed so close—what 
bonds you? 

We both love where we're from — 
we were so much more competitive 
over Raleigh versus Birmingham, 
or North Carolina barbecue versus 
Alabama barbecue than we ever 
were against each other ...

You came out in 2008 when 
your son was born —- what was 
the fear about? 


Ihadn’t told my family. I went and - 


told my grandmother a week before 
the [People] magazine issue came 
out because I didn’t want her to read 
it there — for the same reason that I 
think every person even still today 
has struggles. It’s a very personal 
journey and I didn’t really even 
discover that I was or know and ac- 


knowledge that I was until I was on . 
Idol. 1 joke with people all the time - 


and say everyone in America knew I 
was gay before I did. [we laugh] 

I was afraid to be out in 2004 and 
2005. I was scared to death to come 
out in 2008 and when I did — hon- 
est to God — I don’t know if I’ve ever 
admitted this publicly before. I lost 


‘ awhole sh-t ton of fans when I came 


out. A lot. I went from selling out a 
Broadway show — I was in Spamalot 
and it was sold every night I was in 
it — and then I came out and they 
literally had to close less than six 
months later. I don’t think it was all 
because of me but I'll tell you this, 
me being out certainly didn’t help it. 

I don't consider that public jour- 
ney or the loss of the fans or any of 
the stuff I guess a lot of people would 
consider to be negative. I am not a 
victim of anything and I don’t want 
to be. I’m not one. I feel like, “Who 
am I to complain about anything?” 
... It’s a part of growing into a better 
human to go through trials and then 
get through them.

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Sunshine Solar Technologies Sheds Light 
on the Best Pool Heating Method 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


en it comes to heated pools, 

‘many people don’t realize 

that solar heating has quite an edge 

over other methods. Co-owner of 

Sunshine Solar Technologies Kev- 

in Wert sheds some light on the 
subject. — pec! 

What kinds of services does 
Sunshine solar technologies 
provide? 

Our specialty is solar pool heating 
systems — so panels usually mount- 
ed on the roof, but they can also go 
on the garage or on the ground, or 
we can build a rack. The water from 
the pool travels through the panels 
to heat, and then that heated water 
goes back into the pool. The key is: 
It doesn’t cost anything to run, un- 
like a propane heater, which is very 
expensive to operate. Once the solar 
panels are in, it’s free to run. And 
out east, for the most part, there’s no 
natural gas — there’s very little, so 
most people are using propane heat- 
ers, Either way, it’s expensive to heat 
a 30- or 40-gallon pool. We do the 
solar panels, we do gas heaters, we 
do electric heaters. 

What are some of the lesser- 


known benefits of solar pool 


heating? 
A lot of people are calling us be- 


cause it’s free to run, but I think the | 


bigger aspect of this is that because 
it’s free to run, it’ll be running ev- 
ery day. Most people only turn their 
propane heater on if their kids are 
having a birthday party or having 
some kind of family event, whereas 
with the solar panels, if it’s a ran- 
dom Tuesday, the heater is running. 


If you come home at 5 o'clock after 


work and you want to go in the pool, 
you can. ... A solar panel has been 


heating it all day, but if you turn on » 


your propane at that point, it’s go- 
ing to take like six hours to heat the 
pool. So it’s running all of the time, 
and that’s one unknown benefit, and 
as a result, you'll swim a lot of times 
when you would not have chosen to 
run your heater. 

Is it safe to leave a solar pool 
heater running all the time? 

It'll be running whenever your

pump is running, basically. We are 
going to install a controller to the 
regulate the temperature, because 
it can get very hot if you just let it 
run in the hot summer. With the 
controller, you can set whatever 
temperature you want and it’ll shut 
off at that temperature, but for the 
most part, during the day when 
your pump is running, it’ll be send- 
ing water through the solar panels, 
unless it hits the temperature you 
want, then it shuts off. But there’s no 
reason not to run it, because it’s not 
costing anything. : 

When is the best time for a 


prospective client to start a 


pool heating project with Sun- 
shine Solar? 

We do installs all year, but we’re 
busiest during the busy pool months. 
In scenario one, clients know they 
want to install the heater and they’ve 
been planning for perhaps a year or 


two, so they call us in the spring — . 


in February, March, April or May 
— so they can have it for Memorial 
Day to Labor Day. The other group 
of people, their heater breaks! They 
don’t want to buy another gas heater, 
so then they call us and say, “Hey, I 
want to get these installed ASAP! My 
heater is broken.” So it’s a mix. And 
then you have people who are build- 


ing a pool, and maybe it’s not going 
to be done until October or what- 
ever, and they want to install the 
heater in conjunction with the pool 
being built, so we’re doing the install 
in October. We’re doing installs all 
year, but people tend to fall into one 
of those three categories. 

How has the solar heating 
technology that you’re using 
evolved over the last couple of 
years? 

The systems have gotten more 
efficient over time, and the way 
they’re mounted to the roof has got- 


ten better, but by and large the core 


principles are the same as they were 
20, 30 or 40 years ago. ... With pool 
heating, these panels are super effi- 
cient. Right-now, they’re about 90% 
efficient during the summer months 
at transferring the sun’s energy. 
Even the best electricity-generating 
panels are about 25% efficient, so 
there is room for those to get better, 
whereas the pool systems are al- 
ready very efficient. It’s not like two 
years from now, there’s going to be 
some revolutionary panel and you're 
going to want that. These things are 
already really good now. We’ve been 
installing these systems for 19 years 
on Long Island, and our manufac- 
turer has been making them for 45 


years. So this has been around a 
long time, and it’s been tested and 
proven. 

What does your clientele look 
like — who are the people in- 
stalling solar pool heating sys- 
tems? 

I would say it’s more of everyone. 
Keep in mind, if you-own a house 
and you have a swimming pool, 
you're already going to be sort of up- 
per middle class, but of that group 
we do the whole gamut. I installed 
for a billionaire in Southampton last 
year who had two properties right on 
the ocean, like one big compound, 
and we did his pool. His property 
manager.told us they spent $1,000 
a week on propane for their pool, 
and that’s why they had us install 
a system. But then, we'll do small 
houses in Nassau County, a 19- or 
18-foot round above-ground pool or 
in-ground pool. It’s a wide range of 
people, but most of our jobs are not 
multimillion-dollar houses, they’re 
regular houses with a pool and the 
bills are expensive. 

Is there anything else you’d 
like to add? 

An average pool, if you’re heating 
it with the gas heater, will use about 
the same energy, and let’s say burn 
the same CO2 emissions, as driving 
a car for a year. ... (Switching to so- 
lar heating) is great for the environ- 
ment, and Southampton has been 
trying to encourage this for many 
years. 

It also extends the season, bring- 
ing in May and early June and Sep- 
tember, when without a heater, pools 
are cold. ... But not every house is 
built for it, so if somebody’s inter- 
ested in it, they can call us or some 
other company to come take a look, 
but you want to first make sure you 
have a good set up for it — most 
houses do, but some don’t. It’s one of 
those things that a lot of people don’t 
know much about, even people with 
pools. There are a lot of customers 
who don’t even know that solar pool 
heating is an option.

f you're looking to add some pizzazz

“It also has proven to bring better 
resale value to your home, should you 
sell it,” he adds. 


Counters, Cabinets & Center 
Island 
Counters in white or white with light 


grey veining are trending now, as are. 


hues of grey and blue, notes Naso. 

“Quartz takes the place of porous 
marbles or Carrara that stain and are 
not user friendly when it comes to 
serving red wine and leaving lemons 
on the counter,” Naso says. 

Cabinet colors should match or com- 
plement the counters; choose from flat 
panels for a modern look with wood 
veneer in high -shine or satin finish. 
For a more traditional look, go with 
Shaker style. 

“If you have taller ceilings, having a 
taller cabinet displays elegance,” Naso 
says. “If your ceilings are soaring, then 


it’s nice to have a tall cabinet with 
some space above because soffits are 
dated.” 

Naso always encourages adding an 
‘island if the kitchen space can accom- 
modate one. 

“Tt allows for additional storage and 
doubles as a place to sit and serve,” he 
says. “Three stools look great to the 
eye and if you have a smaller island, 
groups of three work best.” 


Floors and Lighting . 
Naso recommends 
grade 12-millimeter luxury vinyl til- 
ing for kitchen floors. The tiling, which 


comes in many tones and textures, 


is practically indestructible, water 
resistant, scratchproof, and comes 
with whisper technology underneath, 
which helps soften the sound and adds 
comfort when stood on for hours. 

To light up the room, use a combi- 
nation of recessed lights on the ceiling 


_and pendant lights over the island or a 


chandelier for a more luxurious look,

Naso advises. 


Appliances and Hardware ~ 

If appliances are outdated or broken 
and need to be replaced, stainless steel 
is a good neutral option. 

“The more modern kitchens we de- 
sign have everything tucked away and 
hidden to provide a seamless cabinet 
facing so all disappears in a blink of an 
eye,” Naso says. 

Hardware is the jewelry of the room 
and should be chosen to add a finish- 
ing touch to cabinets, he adds. 

“We choose elegant and understated 
combinations of pulls and handles 
that complement one another, usually 
matching them to the faucet and or 
dishwasher/refrigerator, if they don’t 
have cabinet doors.” : 

One more tip from Naso: For greater 
efficiency, store utensils in a two-level 
stacked drawer.

Bill Br atton, a NYC Police Commissioner :

ormer New York City Police Commissioner Wil- 

liam “Bill” Bratton is one of the nation’s foremost 
voices in law enforcement. Over a storied, near-five 
decade career in the police, Bratton was among the 
most visible leaders in the City of New York as well 
as nationally. 

Bratton is the only person in American history to 
be named commissioner of two of the nation’s largest 
police forces. He served twice as the commissioner 
ofthe New York Police Department, in 1994 through 
1996 and 2014 through 2016, and also served as the 
commissioner of the Boston Police Department in 
1993 and 1994. He also completed a stint as chief of 
police in the City of Los Angeles. 

Bratton is perhaps the most influential law en- 
forcement leader of the past century. Throughout 
his career, he has been credited with “reinventing” 
police work, implementing policies and utilizing 
technology that has aided law enforcement to curb 
crime and curtail violence in two of the nation’s larg- 
est cities. 

Bratton’s first tenure at the post of commissioner 
of the NYPD oversaw a great recovery. Crime, which 
was at record-highs in the 1980s and early 90s, sub- 
sided beneath his leadership, revitalizing the five 
boroughs which led to a revitalization and renais- 
sance that is largely still observed today. 

In his second term as commissioner, he presided 
over 32 months of declining crime, which earned 
the city the title of “The Safest Big City in the United 
States.” It was innovations and initiatives that begun 
beneath Commissioner Bratton that advanced coun- 
terterrorism capabilities of the department, reduced 
violent crime and murder to historic lows, and em- 
braced technology — such as smartphones, tablets, 
and custom-made apps — to advance police work and 
set a national model. 

Much to his credit, while police work has evolved 
over the past five decades, Bratton’s perspectives 
and insight have only become more relevant. 

“Since I first got into policing in 1970, my goals 
have changed over time. I wanted to have an impact 
on the police profession, and I think that I have had 
that. It has been a very rewarding career — both 
in the public sector and in the private sector,” says 
Bratton. 

Today, while serving in the private sector as the 
executive chairman of risk advisory for CEO consul- 
tancy Teneo, he also holds the position of chair of the 
Homeland Security Advisory Council, and has held 
the position in the last two presidential administra- 
tions, after being named vice chair beneath then- 
President Barack Obama. 

Bratton’s early life began in the Dorchester neigh- 
borhood of Boston. He served in the Military Police 
Corps of the U.S. Army during the War in Vietnam. 
When he returned to Boston after the war, he was 


_ brought him from Boston, to New York, 


sworn in as a Boston Police Officer. Within 
ten years, he was the youngest-ever Ex- 
ecutive Superintendent of the Boston 
Police. 

While his career in the police has

sioner Bratton adds. 


Winter, it reminded me of Cape Cod, and I recog- 
nized that there was a very special way of life here,” 
he recalls the visit that led him to purchase his first 
East End home in Quogue, which he sold in 2002 
after temporarily relocating to Los Angeles. 

When contrasting Cape Cod and the Hamptons, 
he says the most noticeable difference is the geog- 
raphy. : : 

“Cape Cod has bigger bluffs, whereas the Hamp- 
tons is very flat... other than the Shinnecock bluffs. 
I’ve always liked living near the water. I like the 
back-country roads of the Hamptons, and a lifestyle 
of moving around. So, on any given day we could be 
in four or five of the villages on the East End,” Brat- 
ton continues. 

Bratton, like many of us, has had a longtime af- 
finity for the way of life of the East End, so, during 
the coronavirus pandemic, he and his wife — Rikki 
Klieman, a renowned legal analyst for CBS News 
and television personality — had the ability to move | 
eastward in a more permanent fashion. 


Commissioner Bratton and Rikki enjoy their ex- 
posure to the East End and the Hamptons. He says 
it is like no place else in the world — the very same 
sentiments that many of our fellow East End resi- 
dents share.

sons with all those who live out here with me,” he 
concludes. 

Bratton’s astounding life of service to New York 
City, and the nation, is worthy of the utmost of ap- 
plause, and we are honored to have him as our 
neighbor, in our quaint East End oasis. 

Bratton has recently published a memoir, titled 
The Profession: A Memoir of Community, Race, 
and the Arc of Policing in America, which he co- 
authored with Peter Knobler, which will be available 
wherever books are sold.
